Lord Roberts proposed the health of 
President Roosevelt 
in a united toast, which met with a cor- 
dial reception. He then proposed “The 
Alaskan Boundary Com mission,”’ to 
which Lord Alverstone replied, saying 
that the meeting of the cOmmissioners 
would stand as a monument of the feel- 
ing evidenced in America and Great 
Britain to settle their differences by a 
common sense method. 

Ex-United gpiates Senator Turner and 
the Hon. Clifford Sifton, Canadian inter- 
jur minister, answered for their respec- 
tive countries. 

Proposing the health of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, Foreign Secretary Lord Lansdowne 
claimed that it had done more than any 


other: nationality to promote the arts and 


literature and just and equal government. 
He said: 

“TIT may prophesy that our contribution 
toward the happiness and the good gov- 
ernment of the world will not be less 
in the future than it has been in the 
past. The two great branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race will be found working 
shoulder to shoulder, giving an example 
to the world of the mode of settling dif- 
ferences. , Human natures are fallible.

HIGHEST BID WAS $252 
HONE WENT BELOW $220 


Average for Convicts $225.14 Each. 
“Many of the Old Contractors Left 
Out — There Were Only 
Thirteen Successful 
Bidders. 


Awards of the labor of 1,500 felony 
convicts made yesterday by the prison 
commission show that Georgia will re- 
ceive net for that number of convicts 
during the’ five years beginning April |}, 
(904, at least $240,000 a year, possibly 
a good deal more. 

This is in decided contrast to the re- 
sults of the present contracts under 
which the net result to the state for the 
labor of more than 2,100 convicts is less 
than $90,000. In other words, the state 
will receive nearly three times as much 
under the new contracts, for one-third 
less convicts. 

The maximum bid was $252 a year 
each, for fifty men, while $220 was the 
lowest figure at which the labor of any 
of the convicts wil] go at this time. 

For -the 1,500 convicts whose 
was awarded by the prison commission 
yesterday, the state will receive a total 
of $388,119,-an average price of $225.14 
a yeareach. The expenses of conducting 
the system: with nearly 700 convicts 
working 6n' the public roads at the ex- 


pense of the counties using them, will 
be ‘miich “Iésé than at present, and will 
fall e0nsiderably below $100,000. It is 


t,t fore, 

Se hee en “quite? $260,000. 
‘With thirty-one counties “taking their 
convicts to work Oh “the: pubitc ‘roads, 
this $250,000 will be divided among the 
remaining 106 counties in proportion to 
school population, and each county may 
use its pro rata; in accordance with the 
recommendation of the grand jury, either 
for school purposes or in public road 
improvements. 
The commission does not anticipate that 
it will have more than 1,500 convicts to 
supply to the contractors, but in the 
event some of the counties should fail 
to take convicts, it Is probable that new 
bids for the number remaining would 
be called for. 

High Prices a Surprise. 

There were many long faces around 
the office of the prison commission when 
the results became known. Contractors 
who have employed convict labor for 
years found that they were out of it; 
that they must go back to the free labor 
system. The prices bid were, indeed, 
surprising. It was generally agreed that 
they would go Over $200, but it was not 
believed it would be above $210 or $215 
at the outside. 

There were some sixty or seventy-five 
bidders. and the prices ranged al] the way 
from $175 per man up to $252, the for 
mer figure being the minimum limit fixed 
by the recent act. 

The number of convicts bid for at these 
figures was 4,376, which shows how ac- 
tive was the competition to secure the 
labor of the 1,500 available men.

There were eight of the old contractors, 
€o0me of whom have heen working con- 
victs for years, who did not participate 
in the awards. Of these the largest was 
G. S. Baxter & Co., who employ 400 
convicts at Fargo, in Clinch county, in 
lumber and turpentine camps. They put 
in a bid for 400 men at $200 each. It 
is generally thought the men bid for by 
W. B. Hamby and W. M. Toomer will 
go to this company. 

The lowest bid made was by T. J. 
James, of Adrian, who employed convicts 
under the old lease system, and has em- 
ployed them under the present system. 
Mr. James bid for 50 men at $175. the 
minimum price fixed by the legislature.

“Bleeding Kansas’? Will Be 
the Scene of Next War 
Game. 


Camp Sanger, Fort Riley, Kans., Octo- 
ber 15.—The joint maneuvers of the reg- 
ulars and national guard will commence 
Monday next. When all troops as- 
have arrived they will number 
about 9,000 regulars and 5,000 
militia. This is about twice the number 
of troops that participated in the mas 
neuvers at Fort Riley last year. 

The maneuver territory this year is 
also in excess of that of a year ago. Last 
year’s maneuvers demonstrated that the 
Firt Riley reservation was too smail for 
this event, so this year the government

General Flanagan, who has just return- 
ed from Rusk county, says all publication 
of news of the horrible treatment of the 
negroes has been suppressed. He made 
the following statement: 

“No one can portray the cruelties to 
which the negroes of Rusk county have 
been subjected. If the state does nof 
take prompt action, I shall appeal to the 
federal authorities. A few night before 
my arrival two of the most peaceable and 
inoffensive negroes were stripped and tied 
to trees and then whipped. One of the 
nerroes died Saturday night and the other 
cannot recover. They want to make it @ 
white man’s county.” 


RATE MEN NOT YET AGREED. 


Trying To Harmonize Southeastern 
and Transcontinental Lines. 
Louisville, October 15.—The third day’s 
session of the rate men who represent 
about thirty roads and are endeavoring 
to settle the differences between’ the 
southeastern and transcontinental lines, 
ended without a definite agreement hav- 
ing been arrived at. The sessions will 

be continued tomorrow. 

Those present are making a most de- 
termined effort to establish a uniform 
one-bill rate on transcontinental business 
hecause the present unsettled condition 
is working injury to southeastern man- 
ufacturers supplying points west of the 
Mississippi river. 

Many of the rate men are said to favor 
the reestablishment of a uniform rate 
with a horizontal Increase of 10 per cent 
over the old one, which was abandoned 
by many roads. The manufacturers of 
the southeast contend that this would 
ketp them out of western territory just 
as effectually as the present two-bill rate 
is said to do.

BY ROOSEVELT 


President Speaks at Unveiling 
of the Statue 


ghousands of Veterans Present at 
the Unveiling of Memorial to 
the Man \Vho Marched 
Through Georgia with 
His Legions. 


washington, October 15.—With impres- 
sive ceremonies, an equestrian statue of 
William Tecumseh Sherman was unveiled 
here this afternoon in the presence of 
official Washington, the president at its 
nead, and thousands of veterans, mem- 
bers of the societies of the armies of the 
Tennessee, the Cumberland, the Ohfo and 
the Potomac. As the two large flags 
enveloping the statue were drawn aside 
by Wiliam Tecumseh Sherman Thorn; 
dyke, the 9-year-old grandson of she 
dead chieftain, the cannon of the Fourth 
artillery boomed a salute and Ahe ma- 
rine bank struck up “The Star §Span- 
gied Banner.” Success marked every 
detail of the ceremonies, Which were in 
charge of Colonel T. Wy, Simons, super- 
intendent of public buildings and grounds, 
Before the unveilyfg of the statue the 
president and Liewtenant General Young, 
chief of the geferal staff of the army, 
viewed the tpoops participating in the 
dedication parade from the stand opposite 


the statue. The president delivered the 
address of the day. A representative 
from each of the societies of the four ar- 


mies followed in eulogy of General Sher- 


man. 
The president was introduced by Gen- 
eral Dodge. As he arose the veterans 
gave him round after round of cheers. 
The president’s speech was frequently in- 
terrupted with applause, The president 


Baid: 
The president said in part: 


“Our homage today to the memory 
of Sherman comes from the depths of 
our being. We would be unworthy cit- 
izens did we not feel profound gratitude 
toward him. and those like him and un- 
der him, who, when the country called 
in her dire need, sprang forward with 
such gallant eagerness to answer that 
call. Their blood and their toll, their 
endurance and patriotism, have made us 
and all who come after us forever their 
debtors. They left us not merely a re- 
united country, but a country incalcula- 
bly greater because of its rich heritage 
in the deeds which ffius left it reunited. 
As a nation we are the greater, not only 
for the valor and devotion to duty dis- 
played by the men in blue, who won in 
the great struggle for the union, but 
also for the valor and the loyalty to- 
ward what thev regarded as right of the 
mén in gray: for this war, thrice fortu- 
nate above all other recent wars In its 
outcome, left to all of us the right of 
brotherhood alike with valiant victor and 
valiant vanquished. 

“We cannot afford to lose the virtues 
which made the meén of ’6! to ’65 great 
in war. No man is warranted in feeling | 
pride in the deeds of the army and navy 
of the past if he does not back up the 
army and the navy of the present. If we 
are farsighted in our patriotism there 
will be no let up in the work of building 
and of keeping at the highest point of 
efficiency a navy suited to the part the 
United States must hereafter play in the 
world, and of making and keeping our 
small regular army. which in the event 
of a great war can never be anything 
but the nucleus around whicH our voi- 
unteer armies must form themselves, the 
best army of its size to Se found among 
the nations. 

“So much.for our duties In keeping 
unstained the honor roll our fathers made 
m war. It is of even more t{nstant need 
that we should show their spirit of pa- 
triftism in the affairs of peace. 

“The greatest leaders, whether in war 
Or in peace, must of course show a pe- 
culiar quality of genius: but the most 
redoubtable armies that have ever ex- 
isted have heen redoubtable because the 
average soldier, the average officer, pos-

Richardson; ‘Japan,’ Dr. David S. Spen-, 
cer; “Chfna,” Dr. James Limster?~t%o- 
rea,’’ Dr. George Heber Jones, and ‘‘In- 
dia,”” Bishop James M. Thoburn. 

The afternoon was given up to sec- 
tional conferences and tonight’s session 
was taken up with addresses by Dr. Wil- 
liam F. McDowell, correspondfng secre- 
tary of the board of education, and Bish- 
op Warren A, Candler, bishop of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south. 

Japan Is Saving Orient. 

Because of the present course of events 
in the Far Bast, the address of Dr. Spen- 
cer on “Japan” was particularly inter- 
esting to the delegates. He has spent 
twenty years in Japan and told of the 
progress of mission work in that coun- 
try. Dr. Spencer, among other things, 
said: e r 

“In saving Japan you gave the Orient. 
Japan is already in practical control of 
Korea. She owns strategic railroads, tel- 
egraphs, banks, large commercia! inter- 
ests. Japan is sending hundreds of her 
picked men into China. They are réeor- 
ganizing her army; are advisers to her 
government; are police organizers and 
teachers; are putting her schools into 
shape; are heads of big enterprises; are 
drafting her new tod@ of civil law: are 
managing her imperia] university. Little 
Japan leading old China. Why, 2,000 
Chinese. students are in the schools of 
Tokio, and among them are the sons of 
Chinese nobles; and of these students 
more than 100 are Chinese girls. Over 
100 Chinese commissioned military offi- 
cers are in Japanese barracks getting 
their tfaining for war.”’ 

Bishop Candler’s Address. 

The closing session tonight was an 
enthusiastic one. Bishop Candler deliv- 
ered a masterly address, taking for his 
subject, ‘Jesus’ Right To Reign.” ' 

Bishop Candler’s chief plea was for a 
unity of effort and of religion in the 
evangelization of the world. 

"There is not standing room in our 
world for two religions. Those who are 
leading astray the people of the world 
stand to us in the relation of kidnappers, 
who deserve our chastisement and merit 
their reward behind prison bars. 

“TI despised the late congress of relig-, 
ions held at Chicago, and absolutely fre- 
fused to attend. It seems strange that 
the Methodist Episcopa} Missionary So- 
ciety should struggle to raise $2,000,000 
for evangelizing the world when the Unit- 
ed States spent enough during the Cuban 
war to carry the gospel to every land. 
We leave the millions of humanity to 
perish while the slightest incident in the 
families of the great is known the worid 
over before it happens.”’

New York, October 15.—The entire time 
at today’s hearing of the United States 
Ship Building Company investigation be- 
fore Referee Oliphant was given up to the 
taking of testimony covering the incor- 
poration and organization of the company 
in New Jersey. Frederick Stewart, Hor- 
ace Grout and Kenneth McLaren, young 
men connected with the Corporation 
Trust Company of New Jersey, who act- 
ed either as incorporators or directors 
of the ship building combination, were 
called to the stand and examined at 
length as to the circumstances under 
which they served the promoters of the 
enterprise. 

Frederick Seward, who had served as 
@ director, was questioned for three 
hours, the inquiry covering his connec- 
tion with the company from the time 
Alexander and Green asked him to serve 
as a director until he resigned when the 
permanent officers were elected. His 
stay on the stand was prolonged be- 
causé he would not admit that he was 
a mere “dummy,’’ acting under the or- 
ders of the counsel of the company. He 
held that he had used his independent 
judgment in voting on the many impor- 
tant questions determined by the direc- 
torate when he, Louis Daily and Harold 
Newman of the Corporation Trust Com- 
pany, were the three members of it. 

Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for the 
bondholders, questioned him at length 
with the object of showing he had not 
paid for the share of stock that he held; 
that he knew nothing of the value of the 
properties acquired by the votes of him 
self and his associates, and that every- 
thing done by the directorate was at the 
instance of counse] and the mere forma] 
carrying out of orders, Seward admitted 
that he did not know the location of the 
plants, nor the character of the business 
of the Hollingworth company, Moore & 
Sons and the Canada company, and said 
that he was under the impression that 
the Bethlehem plant was located at 
Homestead. . 

Seward and the other temporary direc- 
tors acted upon the ifftrease in the capl- 
tal stock of the company from $3,000,000 
to $45,000,000, voted for the Tssuance of 
securities to the amount of $71,000,000 
and decided other matters of tmportance 
and the testimony of today indicates a 
purpose to attack the validity of all 
those transactions. 

It Is claimed that the origina) directors 
were simply “dummies” and that while 
the forms of the law were closely fol- 
lowed at all of the meetings, none of the 
directors was properly a holder of stock 
and that none of their acts was of legal 
value. 

The hearing went over unt! next Wed- 
nesday, October 2!, when Lewis Nixon 
will take the stand. He was sworn at

Henry C. Hunter, of New York, it was 
announced, would be among the speakers 
on the “‘open’’ shop at tomorrow's Ses- 
sion, at which Samue] Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation’ of 
Labor, is expected to preside. Senator 
Hanna, it was sani, would be in charge 
Of Saturday's meeting. 

Strauss on Unions. 

Oscar Strauss, ‘iw opening the meeting, 
said in part: 

“The value of trade unions in raising 
the standard of living and in guarcing 
the interests of labor in regulating the 
hours and conditions of work are bene- 
fits which onganization has unquestionably 
promoted. The great hope of our indus- 
trial future is that the working class 
whose powers for good and fer evil have 
been so strengthened by organization, will 
be guided by enlightened principles, and 
abstain from seeking benefits in contra- 
vention of undoubted economic experi- 
ences, and at the cost of fundamental 
rights. To the extent they misuse their 
great power, of arbitrarily curtailing the 
rights of their fellow-laborers or their 
employers, they array themselves against 
public sentiment, and from that day their 
power and their usefulness will decline. 
They must rely upon the justness of 
their cause, and to the extent that force 
Is used, the boycott or the bludgeon in 
compelling others to unife with them, to 
that extent they negative their own 
claim to being . brotherhood organiza- 
tion, whose purpose is to elevate and 
benefit the wage earning class.”

The “Open Shop.” 

At the afternoon session the question 
of the “open shop” was taken up and 
discussed. 

John M. Stahl, secretary of the Far- 
mers’ National Congress, spoke of ‘The 
Public—by a Farmer,”’ touching upon the 
freedom of employment, saying the open 
shop should be allowed and deprecating 
vio.ence on the part of the union man. 

Thomas Woodlock, of New York, spoke 
upon the principle of ‘‘open shop.”” He 
said: ? 

“If the principle of the apen shop be de- 
nied by union labor, then union labor 
must equally deny the fundamental] jus- 
tice of all anti-trust laws and it must 
uitimately deny the natural rights upon 
which our system of democracy is found- 
ed. Association for the purpose of fair 
competition-is sound morally and legally, 
but association for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a monopoly in any other wav 
is restraint of trade which is morally and 
legally wrong in a free democratic state 
of eociety.”’ 

Francis L. Robbins, president of a 
Pittsburg cOa]l company, believed har- 
mony ‘between capital and labor is pos- 
sible. Compulsory arbitration he declar- 
ed impracticable, but favored compulsory 
education in the matter. | 

John Mitchell spoke in opposition to 
the “‘open shop,” going into an extended 
review of the question. He spoke of the 
refusal of the nnionist to work with a 
non-union man, and compared it with the 
right of a church or any organization to 
reject a member obnoxious to it. The 
unionist, he asserted, had the legal ang 
moral! right to refuse to work with non- 
unionists, but it was not always politics 
to exercise this right. 

The strike breaker, he said, was little 
removed from a criminal.

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PEACEFUL TALK; 
WARLIKE AUTS 


Representatives of Japan and 
Russia in Conference, 


Reported That a Pacific Solution 
Will Be Reached, but in the 
Meanwhile Russia Con- 
tinues To Get Ready 
for War. 


Yokohama, October 15.—The veteran 
statesmen’s conferences with the cabinet 
ministers at Tokio Tuesday, while signifi- 
cant of a crisis, are understood to have 
been pacific, confirming the prior confer- 
ences before the throne June 23, stipulat- 
ing the integrity of Korea and Chinese re- 
tention of Manchuria, with a recognition 
of Russian right. These conferences in- 
dicate that the negotiations are progress- 
ing towards a pacific solution of the 
problem. 

It lasted four hours. M. Lessa, the Rus- 
sian minister to China, has informed 
Prince Ching, head of the Chinese foreign 
office, that if China rejacts the demands 
of Russia the occupation of Manchuria by 
the Russian troops will be permanent. 

The Russian forces at New Chwang 
have been reinforced. 

What Russia Claims. 

London, October 15.—A dispatch from 
Kobe to The Daily Mail says: 

“Baron Von Rosen, the Russian min- 
ister, and Baron Komura, the Japanese 
foreign minister, conferred again today. 
It is reported that a council of the ‘elder 
statesmen (veterans outside the cabinet)’, 
General Kodama, late interior minister, 
who has been appointed chief assistant to 
the military staff, being present, adopted 
a resolution yesterday to the effect that 
Japan cannot tolerate any Russian move 
endangering the independence of Korea. 

‘Russian military activity at Yongam- 
pho and on the Yalu river continues. 

The St. Petersburg corréspondent of the 
Same paper says that Russia claims un- 
der her treaty with China the right to 
retain troops in Manchuria, as the robber 
bands constitute a danger to the Ruf€sian 
railroad. 

The Morning Post claims to have ex- 
cellent authority for the statement that 
Japan has no intention of issuing an ulti- 
matum, but has asked Russia for an 
assurance that she is not seeking to in- 
clude Korea in her sphere of influence. 
The negotiations have been extended over 
a long period. Russia at one point offered 
to give a satisfactory undertaking in 
regard to Kosea on condition that Japan 
would undertake not to support any de- 
mand for the evacuation of Manchuria. 
Japan declined to give such an under- 
taking, being determined to keep the two 
questions separate. 

Japan's view is, says The Morning Post, 
that while Korea is of vital interest to 
her, Manchuria is not, and she is not 
inclined to pull the chestnuts out of the 
fire for Great Britain and the United 
States by issuing an ultimatum or tak- 
ing action with regard to Manchuria ex- 
cept in cooperation with the other powers 
whose interests are equally interested. 

Russia Prepares for War. 

London, October 15.—The Times corre- 
spondent in Russia send elaborate ac- 
counts of military preparations and the 
hurrying of troops to the Far East. They 
State that two army corps with an ag- 
gregate of 100,000 men are being mobil- 
ized and dispatched through Siberia. 

It is stated that the war ministry has 
already demanded an extra credit of 25,- 
000,000 roubles for these preparations.

decided that Judge Purnell, of the Unit- 
ed States district court, must pay the 
income tax on his salary. This {fs a test 
case. 

The superior court decided that this 
income was liable to the tax. The tax 
was assessed by the state tax commis- 
sion, which was the real defendant, and 
the suit was brought on an appeal by 
Judge Purnell. Up to this date, no fed- 
eral officers have paid the tax on the 
income derived from their salary.

AMERICAN TRADE 
~ HURT BY RUSSI 


Strong Words Used by the 
Asiatic Association, 


Charged That Russia Is Acting in a 
Way To Ruin American Trade 
in China — Roosevelt Is 
Urged To Adopt a Strong 
Policy. 


New York, October 15.—The following 
officers were chosen at the annual meet- 
ing of the American Asiatic Association 
today: 

President, Silas D. Webb, New York; 
vies presidents,'; Lowell Lincoln, New 
York; John H. Converse, Philadelphia; 
Everett N. Bee, San Francisco; S. G. 
Hopkins, Washington; John B. Cleveland, 
Spartanburg, S. C.; E. C. Potter, Chi- 
cago, and Ellison A. Smythe, Pelzer, 8S. 
James S. Fearon, New 
York; secretary, John Foord, New York. 

President Webb, in his address, called 
attention to the completion of the Pa- 
cifie cable, and the signing of the new 
treaty with China, both events, he said, 
are of great benefit to the country. In 
connection with the Chinese situation, he 
said that the attitude of some of the 
European powers, Russia in particular, 
shouid be at present a cause of much 
solicitude, and he advised an emphaite 
expression of views on this subject to the 
administration. 

The commercial situation,

was generally disappointing, the politi- 
cal uncertainties in Japan tending to 
‘make merchants and financial interests 
cautious, while in China political confu- 
sion combined with the advance in silver, 
had made mercantile ventures too much 
of a lottery for the careful investor. 
American Trade Injured. 
The report of the secretary, John Foord, 
also laid emphasis on the Manchurian 
situation, stating that, itn defiance of 
agreement, the foreign administration of 
the port of New Chwang with all its in- 


|jurious consequences to American trade 


and the occupation by Russia of the east- 
ern provinces are still in force. 

‘The nature of the demands formulated 
as conditions precedent to withdrawal,” 
the report went on to Say, “suggests 


lthat they have been purposely made im- 


possibie ot acceptance, in order to justify, 
a ecatinued occupation. 

‘The time has evidently come for the 
government and people of the United 
States,”’ Mr. Foord. said, ‘‘to recugnige 
and accept the full measure of their re- 
sponsibility in dealing with this ques- 
tion. That the substitution of Russian 
for Chinese sovereignty in Manchurla 
simply means the beginning of the parti- 
tlon of the Chinese empire does not ad- 
mit of doubt; that the United States has 
nothing to gain, but very much to lose, 
from the division of China among the 
vreat powers of Europe, needs no demon- 
stration. The question immediately be- 
fore our government jis the presevration 
of an open market for American prod- 
ucts in Manchuria, and it has been inti- 
mated that so long as our commercial 
rights there, secured by treaty with 
China, are respected by the power in 
possession, we can have no ground for 
effective protest. But the Manchurian 
market, existing or potential, important 
as it is, must be reckoned as constituting 
but a smal] part of the field for the sale 
of our products presented by the Chinese 
empire. If the future of the greater, 
market depends absolutely, as your com- 
mittee believes it does, on the process 
of the dismemberment of that empire, 
being peremptorily arrested, and Russia 
being compelled to abide by the sdlemn 
stipulations on this point, which she has 
nowhere made.so copiously as in Wash- 
ington, then our government is face to 
face with a larger and graver question 
than that of the security of the open door 
for commerce in Manchuria. 

Russia’s Promises. 

“The fact must be recognized that if 
all these stipulations are to be disre- 
garded, at the pleasure or the caprice 
of the power which offered them, that 
power must be deemed unworthy of fur- 
ther confidence or belief; and any assur- 
ances made by her in regard to the 
freedom of American trade in Manchuria 
must be considered as worthlcss as those 
which preceded them.” 

In this connectiqgn the report held 
that Vliadivostock had, in defiance of 
assurances of the Russian minister, be- 
come a closed port. 

“But, beyond and above all consid- 
erations affecting the present or the 
future of American trade in Manchuria 
and in the eighteen provinces in China 
south of the great wall,’ the report cqn- 
tinued, “is the larger question of the 
position of the United States as one of the 
great powers of the Pacific, with an in- 
terest in the development of its com- 
meree closer and more vital than that of 
any other industrial nation.” 

The acquisition of the Philippines, and 
the construction of the isthmian canal, 
would be meaningless if the trade of 
Asia is not to figure largely in calcu- 
lations for the future commercial develop- 
ment of this country. 

Mr. Foord declared that this govern- 
ment must act now with unmistakable 
decision if its interests in eastern Asia 
are ever to be held worth action. 

He recommended that these consider- 
ations are ever to be brought to atten- 
tion of the government, and also the 
vigorous prosecution of Lopular education 
on the subject. To the condition of po- 
litical uncertainty and suspense due to 
the policy of Russia in the Far East 
he attributed, in conclusion, the pro- 
tected depression in the American export 
trade in China.

Pressly and J. H. Chiles, who each sued 
for $1,500. The defendants in May, |902,

The New Adjutant General. 

Governor ‘:errell’s appointment of 
Judge Sampson W. Harris to be adju- 
tant general will meet the hearty ap- 
proval of the state at large. 

When the legislature at its last ses- 
sion so changed the law as to make ex- 
confederate soldiers, as well as those 
who have been actively connected with 
the state troops in recent years, eligi- 
ble to the high office of adjutant gen- 
eral, it was generally understood that, 
following the example set by his pre- 
decessors, the governor would name 
some one of the band of gallant sur- 
viving officers of the confederate sol- 
diery; and certainly no better repre- 
sentative of that soldiery could have 
been found. 

General Robertson, the present ad- 
jutant general, was not an applicant 
for reappointment, and the close per- 
sonal relations which have so long held 
between the governor and Judge Har- 
ris made it most natural that the 
former should have made the tender to 
his legal preceptor and friend. Judge 
Harris had a brilliant record as a fight- 
ing soldier, entering the army as a 
lieutenant and being in command of 
his regiment at the time of the sur 
render. He is a man of fine executive 
ability and of state-wide reputation, a 
man of the highest type. There can 
be no question of his excellent admin. 
istration of the department which 
he has been called. 

Hon. Thomas A. Atkinson, who will 
succeed him as presiding judge of the 
Coweta circuit, has long been solicitor 
general of that circuit and because of 
his ability and popularity has been uni- 
versally recognized as the certain suc- 
cessor of Judge Harris when he might 
decide to retire from active service 
upon the bench. The new solicitor 
general, Hon. Hewlett A. Hall, of Cow- 
eta, has rendered the state splendid 
service in the jegislature, and is a law- 
ver of fine standing. Governor Terrell 
indeed, to be congratulated upon all 
of these appointments. 


High Rate of Convict Hire. 

The high rate the convict labor of 
the state brought under the bids pass- 
ed upon by the prison commission yes- 
terday speaks eloquently of industrial 
conditions under which this volume of 
labor is in such demand. 

Under the terms of the new con- 
tracts, it seems probable that for the 
labor of its long-term felony convicts 
the state will receive, outside of all 
costs of administration and mainte- 
nance of the penitentiary department, 
about a quarter of a million dollars a 
year. This is a large increase over the 
sum heretofore netted, and from a 
business standpoint the new contracts 
are most satistactory. 

This is especially true when the fact 
is taken intoconsideration that this 
financial return is for the labor of con- 
victs over and above the number taken 
by the various counties for road build- 
ing. The school fund will be very con- 
siderably augmented, and at the same 
time most practical progress toward 
good roads will be made in those coun- 
ties which elect to use their quota of 
short-term convicts on the public high- 
ways. 

While the heavy demand for labor in 
certain industrial lines is largely re- 
sponsible for the higher rates, there 
can be no question that the excellent 
administration of tae penitentiary de- 
partment by Judge Turner and his as- 
sociates upon the prison commission 
has contributed materially to this end. 
Under their administration the Geor- 
gia penitentiary has been placed upon 
exactly the same plane as other state 
penal institutions of the better class, 
the only difference, as we have here: 
tofore taken occasion to point out, be- 
ing that here the convicts are, as a 
rule, given out-of-door work, while in 
the penitentiaries of the northern 
states they are worked inside stone 
walls. The abuses of the old lease 
System, saddled upon the state in the 
reconstruction period, have been elim- 
inated and this result contributes 
largely to the desirability of convict 
labor. 

With the short-term convicts engag- 
ed in road-building under the super- 
vision of the state authorities and 
the long-term convicts contributing, 
through the hire of their labor, large 
sums to the school fund, the peniten- 
tiary problem may rightly be said to 
be approaching the best possible so- 
lution for the convicts and for the 
State.

Georgia’s Railroad Commission. 

A reorganization of the state’s rail- 
road commission by the expiration of 
the term of Chairman Spencer R. At- 
kinson and the entrance into the com- 
mission of Hon. Hiram Warner Hill, 
of Meriwether county, was effected 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hill is popularly known to the 
whole state and esteemed as one OT 
the ablest and wisest of the publicists 
of the commonwealth. He inherits 
many of the superb characteristics of 
his illustrious grandfather, the late 
Chief Justice Hiram Warner. In legis- 
lative careers he has served the peo- 
ple with skill and effectiveness. His 
advent into the railroad commission 
has received widespread approval and 
Governor Terrell could scarcely have 
more happily satisfied public desire 
than in the making of this appoint: 
ment. That Mr. Hill will justify every 
expectation based upon his probity and 
philosophic methods goes without the 
saying.

Jordan and the railway man had 
shown their natural favoritism to their 
own special interests. 

But instead of that being the case, 
the reports of the several boards show 
that the average findings in which 
Mr. Jordan participated are more than 
one-half the figures fixed by the comp- 
troller general in the first assessments, 
age about one-third of the state’s 
claims. 

Of course, the circumstances of each 
arbitration differed by measures that 
only those officially in possession of 
the details could estimate, and it is no 
disparagement of other returns to cite 
the notable fact that a public official 
stood so conspicuously by the people 
when called to decide important finan- 
cial issues between them and the spe- 
cial interests with which his life- 
work and interests are identified.

_ Knock Heard in Jury Room. 

Not a sound had emanated from the jury 
room when Judee Gary convened court at 
9:30 o'clock today, to that an 
agreeinent had been reached. Civil busi- 
ness was taken up and more than ayn 
hour nad elapsed before a knock was 
heard on the door leading into the jury 
room. 

The bailiff announced that the jury de- 
sired to come into court, but the deep 
Bignificance of the sound had already 
been appreciated, however, and all eyes 
turned toward the jury room. Judge 
Gary directed the bailiff to ascertain if 
an agreement had been reached, when the 
word came from within that the jury was 
returning with a verdict. 

Except for the court officials, members 
of the local bar and the newspaper men 
who have followed the trial through, the 
court room was practically deserted. 
Summons were sent for the attorneys In 
the case and the sheriff was directed to 
bring the accused into court. The word 
500n spread up and down the street that 
the jury was about to report, bringing in 
others. The jurors filed in and took the 
Seats they had occupied for so many 
days; but as all the attorneys had not 
arrived, there was a delay of a few 
moments before their decision was an- 
nounced. 

The few minutes elapsing between the 
coming in of the jury and the announce- 
ment of its verdict were anxious ones. 
The defendant occupied his customary po- 
sition among. his lawyers, facing the 
jury. Not all the attorneys had come in 
when the court inquired if there would 
be any objection to having the verdict 
announced without waiting, calling atten- 
tion to the strain so apparent throughout 
the room. No objection was offered. 

Verdict Greeted with Applause. 

“Gentlemen, have you agreed on a ver- 
dict?” was the time-worn inquiry maae 
by the clerk of the court, the foreman 
replying in the affirmative, and at the 
same time handing the verdict to the 
clerk. It took but an instant to read it, 
and when the words “not guilty’’ were 
read some of the friends of the defendant 
gave vent to their feelings in a shout.

CAIN IN TAXES 


Aggregate of Payments by Non- 
Defaulters Shows Splendid 
Increase, 


Conditions Are Much More Favorable 
to Prosperous Year During 1904 
Than Officials of City Have 
Anticipated Up to 
This Date. 


A gain of more than $13,000 in general 
taxes was noted yesterday morning when 
Tax Collector E. T. Payne concluded the 
work of listing the checks received by 
him on the last day for paying the third 
installment of city taxes upon real estate 
and personalty. The gain of more than 
$13,000 does not include the tax de- 
faulters, who will be compelled to pay 
their taxes to City Marshal Riley before 
the.end of the year. , 

The statement means that the 
gate of the first, second and third instali- 
ments of taxes upon real estate and 
personalty is this year greater by more 
than $13,000 than it was Jjast year. 

The total collections upon real estate 
and personalty taxes last year from non- 
defaulters aggregated $689,294.71. This 
year the three installments aggregate 
$702,768.62, showing a gain of $13,473.91. 

The spring collections this year 

amounted to $169,961.61; the summer 
collections were $147,564.78, while the 
fall collections amounted to $385,242.23, 
the three aggregating $702,768.62. 
_ Of the third instaNment of this year 
$88,077.48 was collected during Septem- 
ber and the remainder of the total was 
collected as follows during October:
